A spread of soven feet, 1s the property
of Clair Hunt, allotting agent for the
Indians on the south half of the Col-
ville reservation, In eastern Washing-
ton, The eagle Is credited by the In-
dians with having saved a,man's life
and thereby Indirectly causing a dou-
ble murder,

Iondians, twin brothers, fell in love
with the most beautiful and attractive
girl on the roservation. The rivalry
axisted for two years,
polntmant of the jamlous brother. For several months the young couple
lived happlly in a tepee In the gshadow of a cllff where the far-famed eagle's
nest was located.

The mar-
ried one, belng much the lighter, was lowered to the shelf on which the nest
was bullt.

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Pests Girdle the Trees—Simple Remedy To Clean the
Sod Away For Several Inches and Making a
Mound Around Each Tree '

(J. H. Carmody, Department of Hortl
culture, Kentucky Agricultural Ex-
porime. Station.)

Meld mice and rabbits frequently
cause considerable damage to young
truit trees In Kentucky by girdling.
Oftentimes the tree is completely gir
dled for a space of aeveral Inches lo
\ength and In extreme cases the in-
Jury extends even down to the roots.
This form of injury la especially no-
ticeable where the young orchard has
been in sod. In order to protect a tree
against Injury of this kind it Is best
to clean the sod away fromy the tree
for a space of meveral Inches In the
{all and then make n mound about six
or elght inches high around each tree,
packing it quite firm. This will not
only serve as a protection agalnat
rodents, but it will act as a brace for
the tree and prevent It from whipping
In the wind.

Young tree girdled by mice or rab-
bits. Note the jagged edges of the
bark that must be trimmed amooth.

Treatment of this kind 18 usually not
thought of in time and the orchardist
{s often dismayed In spring to find his
trees seomingly entirely ruined. The
outer bark will be easlly removed, and
it Is plain to see that the tree will dle
unless gomething I8 done immediately.

A very simple way to repalr Lhis
damage |8 by means of bridge graft-

ing, First trim all the Injured bark
away to sound, live bark. Next select
some dormant elons about the

size of a! and use as needed.

penell and eut each end to a smooth,
slanting eodge. Make an opening In
the bark above and below the wound
with a chisel or knife and Insert the
sharpened clons. The cions should be
cut a little longer than the exact dis-
tance between the openings, so that
they will not fall away, The exposed
wood should be painted with white

lead or It may be wrapped with frésh
cow manure. The edges of the bark
and the points where the clons are
ingerted should be covered with graft-
ing wax. The number of clons to use
will depend upon the extent of the In-
jury. A more apeedy recovery will
take place where a larger number are
used. If the tree Is completely gir
dled at loast four should be inserted.
Keep down any growth that tends to
start from the buds on the clons.

Grafting wax may be made as folk
lows:

4 pounds of resin.

2 pounds of beeswax,

1 pound of tallow.

Crueh the resin and ent up the tal
low and beeswax. Boll all three to-
gother untll they are completely dis
solvad. Pour this dlssolved mass into
a pall of cold water and allow to cool
for a few minutes. Grease the hands
well and pull the wax until it is llght
brown in color. Wrap In greased paper

EXPENSE BUDGET FOR THE HOUSEKEEPER

(Miss Mary E Sweeney, Head of
Home Heonomles Department, Ken-
tucky State Unlveraity.)

Are you a successful housekeeper?
What assures you that you are? The
amount of money saved out of your
Rousekeeping allowance? Is that the
highest test for efficlency in home ad-
ministration? What are the funda-
mentals by which you judge the suc-
coss of any gystem of Indusirial man-
ngement? By three things—the quality
and quantity of the output, ‘the labor

required and the cost of productlon.
Can we judge the home by these samn |
fundamentals? The output of the
home Is cltizens, and the state and go.
clety have the right to demand that
they be bealthy, happy and useful;
that the housewives keep thelr fam-
flles In suoch & condition of health and
mind that they can malntain their high- |
et working capacity for the longest
period possible; that this be done with |
an economleal expenditure of brain,|
muscle and money. The world of t(r|
doy Is stamping as Ineficlent the
housewlife who with an undue amount
of physical labor and mental stress
produces the kind of eitizenship which
soclety demands.

When a person determines to bulld
o house he first decides upon the sum
of money he expects Lo spend; he then
engages the services of an archltect,
who indicates by drawings and speci-
fications the dimensions of the struc-
ture, the number and size of the rooms,
the windows and doors, the porches
and closets which such & sum of money
will secure, Every detall of the bulld-
ing {8 provided for before the founda-
tion Is dug. This set of drawings,
known as blue prints, ls Indlspensable
to the architect, the contractor and the
workmen,

In housekeeping the budget is to &
housewife what the sel of blue prints
Is to the builder. In her household ex-
penditure, which iocludes fooyd, cloth-
Ing, lights and coal, rent, or, if the
property Is owned, taxes, Insurance
and repairs, lce, telephone, dentist
bills and other migcellaneous expendl-
tures, & budget is simply fixing the
amount of the fumlly purse that will
be eaten, worn, lived In, burned, or
otherwise expended. In the methods
adopted in using this household allow-
ance probably the most unlversal s
the “hit and miss" method In which

the housewife keeps within her house-
hold {ncome by spending almost reck.
lesaly when crops are good or business
is flourishing, or skimping unreason-
ably when crops are poor or when
there (8 a financial stringency In busl-
ness,

Kvery one I8 more or less familar
with the second method, where no rec-
ords are kept, and bllis are pald mo
long as the Income lasts. There is on
the part of the housewife no ldea of
the proportion of the money, avallable
for runting the house, that s spent for
groceries, the cost of a servant In
wages, additlonnl food consumed and
In the waste; and If she falls to live
within the amount apportioned her,
she finds no way to reduce her deficit
Probably the cause of the fallure of
women Lo adopt these methods of con-
ducting thelr housekoeping In a busi-
ness-llke way Is the lack of previous
systematic business tralning and a
half-hearted bellef that the many
items which enter into the dally rou.
tine will not yleld to housechold ac-
counting,

The third method Is the budgel sys-
tem, In which a woman knows the
amount of the famlily housekeeping
appropriation; that her rent must fall
within twenty per cont if the salary 1=
$1.000 to $2,000; she understands that
nine to twelve per cent must be allow-
#d for elothing; that the food demands
twenty to thirty per cent of the total
amount (thege estimates were based
upon budgets which were In use by
families In varlous parts of the goun-
try and collected by Bruere), Operit-
ing expenses, lncluding hent, light, wa-
ter, lce, telephone and miscellaneous
expensa, cost the famlly with 31,000
to apend $300 per year; the amount
spent for ndvancement, such as books,
magaz!nes, daily papers, lectures, mu-
gle, clubs and gocleties must be deter-
mined by the individual famlily group,
but they are almost Invariably an In-
dex of the culture of the family. In
bullding the family health, efficlency
and happiness the woman with the
budget plans to place every dollar
where [t will glve the greateat benefit
to the largest number of the famlly
group; she puts [nto her plans and
specifications for every ionth the
snme amount of brains, ndministration,
and gystem that her husband puts into
hils business,

UNPROFITABLE SERVANTS.

LESSON TEXT—Luke 17:1-10,
GOLDEN TEXT-"Ha that glorieth, let
bim glory in the Lord" 1 Cor. 1:81,

This lesson is closely econnected
with that of last week; while spoken
especially to his disciples it was most
probably at the same time and in
the same atmosphera ns that of the
other lesson. The teaching Is a con-
tinuation of that just given and which
gréw out of the hospitality Jesus re
celved In the Pharisee's house, The
heart of Jesus was filled with compas-
sion for the needy multitude. Hoe,
the Cood Shepherd, was seeking the
lost sheep. His nnger was kindled
against the men whose love of money
and of show had calloused them In
the presence of this multitude. It
was In this spirit that he turned and
taught his disclples.

A Speclal Warning.

“Take Heed to Yourselves," wv.
14. It is inevitable that occasion of
stumbling shall come. Satan {8 not
going to lose his spoll without putting
forth his best endeavor to hold, to en-
snare, to trap men. God, however,
has taken this Into his plan and makes
them to work out for the good of his
people, Ps, 78:10; Il Cor. 12:7. Why
doos God permit evil In the world?
He uses these stumbling blocks to
test us and we who are approved are
made manifest, I Cor, 11:10. This does
not mean that we are gulltiess If
through one we fall, nor minimize the
gullt of the one through whom Lhey
come, see Matt, 18:7. We as follow-
ers must go to every possible length
to avold belng an occasion to another,
1 Cor.8:9, 18; 10:34; Rom. 14:13. In
this lesson (v. 2) Jesus sounds A spe-
cial warning sgalnst those who cause
one of his little ones to stumble, . g,
those weak In falth, this hungering
multitude who follow him, these
“babes In Christ,” as well as children
of tender years. Particularly, how-
ever, is this doom pronounced upon
those who divert from paths of right
evousness the course of childhood. Not
only men who prey upon those of ten-
der yeoars, who exploit their labor
or cauge their moral corruption, but
careless and Indifferent parents should
ponder these words, To hinder & child
from accepting Christ or causa it to
stumble through a sinful example will
reap un awful retribution. The word
“thesa” as here used ls another in-
dication of the nearess of childhood
to our Lord in his earthly life,

To avold such a danger each indl
vidual life must “take heed” (v. 3),
(I Tim. 5:16). Appealing to his dis
clples Jesus showed them their true
attitude towards a sinning man was
to rebuke him, Lev, 19:17, and If he
repentad he should be forgiven. It
was here that the Phariseea and rulers
had falled. They were “blind leaders
of the blind" and failed to see the
eagerness of the sinners and publle
ans to hear Jesus, a movement which
indicated a deslre to reach a higher
moral plane. Understanding this, they
would have forgiven them even though
it to be unto “"seven times in the day."
Forgivenessa hers means to dismiss or
to send away as though the offense
had never occurred; thus God for
glves us, Isa, 37:17; Mleah, 7:19; Ps,
108:12; Matt. 6:12. The use of the
perfect number seven Indlcates that
there 18 to be no llwlit, but that our
forgiveness should always be ready
for the man who who comes saying,
“I repent.” We are not to walt for
him to glve evidences of being re
pentant before we extend our par
